Republicans Are Indifferent. 

The administration leaders are consid- 
erably worried over the attitude of a 
number of repudlican senators who are 
Not at all anxious about either treaty. 
Senator Platt, of New York, and other 
Trepuodlicans have expressed a determina- 
tion to get away from Washington at an 
early date, treatv or no treaty. This 
feeling will contribute to republican ac- 
ceptance of the democratic amendments 
to the canal treaty, With regard to the 
Cuban treaty, the republican mdifference 
is even more pronounced. A good many 
republican senators have said they would 
not at all regretful if that treaty 
fails. They belitve that the treaty would 
be unconstitutional without action by the 
house, and as that cannot be secured 
until December they are chafing under 
the necessity of remaining here for fur- 
ther consideration of the treaty. 

At the state department there was a 
g°0d deal of talk today about the pos- 
Bi oilitv of going abead with the canal con- 
Btruction even if the treaty fails. It is 
understood that Secretary Hay has ad- 
vised the president that the concessions 
secured from the Panama Canal Com: 
pany through purchase are sufficient to 
Warrant undertahing the work without 
Waiting for the ratification of the pend- 
ing treaty. There is considerable doubt, 
however, whether this can be done under 
the terms of the canal act. The present 
Outlook is that both treaties will be 
@mended as suggested by the democrats 
and then ratified, and that the extra 
session will come to an end not later 
than the end of next week. 

Decided Progress Made. 

Decided progress was made _ today 
toward reaching an agreement for a 
vote on the Colombian canal treaty, and 
When the senate adjourned a few min- 
utes before 4 o'clock there was a general 
understanding that tomorrow, in all prob- 
ability, some hour next Tuesday would 
be definitely agreed upon as the time 
When a yote should be taken upon the 
treaty and all amendments. All state- 
ments to this effect, however, were ac- 
companied by tne announcement that 
there were yet some details to be ar- 
Tanged, leaving it impossible to abso- 
lutely conclude the agreement before to- 
morrow. ‘There is, however, no doubt in 
the minds of leading senators that the 
vote will be taken on Tuesday. 

The arrangement was brought about 
largely by Senator Frye, who, by virtue 
of long service with Senator Morgan on 
the committee on foreign relations, has 
come to be on terms of great intimacy 
With the Alabama genator. No other 
Senator has so far shown any disposition 
to delay the final disposition of the 
treaty, so that all that was necessary 
Was to secure Mr. Morgan's assent to the 
taking of the vote. The negotiations was 
begun early in the day and after Sen- 
ators Frye and Morgan had been closeted 
for some time the latter sought out Sen- 
ator Gorman and talked over the situa- 
tion with him. The result of these and 
Other conferences was the announce- 
ment at the of the day’s session 
of the strong probability of a vote on 
Tuesday 

Senator Morgan exacted consent to the 
Printing in the Congressional Record of 
the remarks which he has_ prepared, 
Biving his best recollection of the 
Speeches he has made in the executive 
Sessions of the senate on the _ treaty. 
These speeches are contained in the 
Pamphiets sent to the senators yesterday 
by Mr. Morgan. They have been read 
) imber of the republefan senators, 
Who say they find in them nothing ob- 
jectionable. and there is no reason why 
they should not be printed, except that 
they bear upon a treaty, which is always 
considered strictly executive. They gen- 
erally, however, advise that permission 
be given to print in order to save time, 
Which they consider now more important. 
than the conservation of senatorial eti- 
quette. 


What Democrats Will Urge. 

Democratic senators have practically 
agreed unanimousiy to urge an amend- 
ment to the twenty-third article of the 
treaty, relieving it of all question as to 
the right of the United States to contro’ 
the canal, and they express confidence in 
Obtaining some republican votes for it. 
Many senators also express the convic- 
tion that the change in the treaty com- 
Mitting the United States to a policy of 
NONn-acquisition of Central American ter- 
Titory should be eliminated as entirely 
Cut of place. The indications are, how- 
éver, that the treaty will be ratified 
Without modification in any particular.

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TREATY APPROVE 
BY CUBAN SENATE 


Reciprocily Wins Qut by a Vote 
“Of 16 fo 6 


But Three Senators Absentees, and It 
Is Said They Would Have Voted 
for Approval—Explain Their 
Votes—Sanguilly Led 
the Opposition. 


Havana, March 11.—The senate today, 
by a vote of 16 to 5, ratified the reciprocity 
treaty with the United States. 

The treaty was ratified by exactly two- 
thirds of the vote of the senate. Fifteen 
republican or administra- 
tion, senators and one nationalist voted in 
favor of the treaty and five nationalists 
against it. There were three abgentees, 
all of whom, it Is bellevéd, favored the 
treaty. The ratification required only a 
majority vote, S06 that there were three 
to Senor Zayas, the only 
nationalist who voted for ratification, ex- 
plaining his vdie, said it was his desire to 
amend the treaty with reference to the ex- 
change of similar commodities produced in 
both countries, but he had no intention of 
opposing the treaty itself. Senor San- 
gullly, the leader of the opposition, ex- 
plained that his opposition was designed 
chiefly to draw out whatever could be ad- 
vanced in support of the treaty and that 
the arguments of Senator Bustamente, as 
‘put forward in the senate yesterday, con- 
vinced him that the tountr¢? would be 
more prosperous W®"h_ reciprocity than 
without it, but hevertheléss his attitude of 
opposition and disapproval] of the acts of 
the executive department of the govern- 
ment forbade him voting yes. 

The vote was taken immediately on the 
conclusion of a forceful appeal by Senor 
Bustamente. He insisted that whether the 
trust or the producers were the chief bene- 
ficlaries of the 20 per cent reduction of 
customs duties on Cuban sugar shipped 
to the United States, it was not possible 
that such differential treatment favoring 
Cuban sugar in competition with that of 
Europe could result other than favorably

A prominent member of the administra- 
tion, who thoroughly familiar with 
the financial interests of the government, 
in discussing the situation today, said: 

‘Wall street is in a large measure re- 
sponsible for the failure of the passage 
of the Aldrich bill. A majority of the 
members of the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives were favorably disposed to 
the general provisions in the Aldrich bill, 
but the impression reached Washington 
while that measure Was pending before 
the senate that it had its origin in’ Wall 
street and was framed largely in the in- 
terests of bold and daring speculators 
and financial corporations who have over- 
invested the amount of capital they were 
supposed to have on hand.” 

The same authority went on to say: 

“It might be well to teach some of 
the banks which encourage wild specu- 
lators in New York an object lesson by 
refusing them government aid. Some of 
these men have undoubtedly been reck- 
less in their investment and indulge in 
speculations far beyond the bonds of wis- 
dom and discretion. It might be well to 
make an example of some of these men 
who seem to imagine that all they have 
to do when they become involved in finan- 
cial troubles is to rush to the United 


States treasury for relief.”’

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Flood Situation Along the Mis- 
sissippi Becomes More Ihreat- 
ening Every Hour, 


THOUSANDS OF PERSOKS 
AT WORK ON THE LEVEES 


Caruthersville, Mo., Is Threatened 
with Total Destruction — Mis- 
sissippi Convicts Rushed 
to the Levees—Fear at 
New Orleans. 


Caruthersville, Mo., March 11.—This elty, 
containing 2,300 inhabitants, is threaten- 
ed with destruction by the flood. An old 
levee, which is caving, alone stands be- 
tween the city and the swollen Missis- 


sippl.

MISSISSIPPI AT MEMPHIS 
CONTINUES TO SWELL 

Memphis, Tenn., March 11.—A telegram 
was received tonight which gives a more 
hopeful view of the levee situation at 
Caruthersville, Mo., where a serious break 
in the embankment is threatened by the 
caving of the river’s bank before the 
levee.

The weath- 
er bureau has issved a bulletin saying 
that the stage at Memphis will reach 
388 feet by Sunday and that a stage of 
39 feet should be prepared for as such a 
stage seems assured. 

The Georgia Lee left tonight for Cairo 
with many bales of sacks aboard for 
Caruchersville anil intermediate points. 
A thousand shovels were carried for the 
levee workmen at Caruthersville. 

The government steamer Chisca left for 
Caruthersville at 7 o’clock with a large. 

All incoming boats 
from both directions are bringing numbers 
of refugees and the local Sunshine Socie- 
ty is making preparations to care for the 
destitute among ‘hem.

Reports from Mississippi county, Ar- 
kansas, say that a large area behind 
the levee is flooded by water which has 
seepel through and under the emban«x- 
ment. The 1eport says this nooded area 
extends back seven miles from the em- 
bankment and that it has been practi- 
cally abandcned by all families living in 
the territory for the grave uneasiness.

Locally the river continues to attract 
attention from thousands of people who 
gather on the bluffs in large groups and 
gaze with eager cyes at the majesty of 
the waters. 

The river today indicated more of the 
power of the flood than at any time 
during the present rise. The great masses 
of logs and other timber floated by the 
city with the swiftness of an ocean line?

ARGENTINA SETS 
HERSELF RIGHT 


Did Not Propose an Alliance 
with the United States, as 
Rumored, 


Washington, March 11.—The following 
statement was given out tonight at the 
legation of the Argentine repnbiic: 

“Recent publications referring to the 
note of instruction sent by the Argentine 
government to its minister in Washing- 
ton, Dr. Garcia Merou, in regard to some 
of the features of the Venezuela incident, 
give the erroneous impression that Ar- 
gentina asked for an alliance with the 
United States and that its proposal was 
rejected by the secretary of state. 

“In fact, the dispatch of Dr. Drago, 
minister of foreign relations of the Ar- 
gentine republic, aimed only to explain 
to his diplomatic agent in Washington 
the views of his home government rela- 
tive to the coercive collection of public 
debts of American states by European 
nations, and instructed him to convey 
those views to Secretary Hay, expressing 
his hope that the doctrine of interna- 
tional law set forth by the Argentine 
government should prove acceptable to 
the United States.”’ 

Dr. Drago says further on this: ‘‘The 
compulsory and immediate demand for 
payment at a given moment of a public 
debt by means of force would not pro- 
duce other than the ruin of the weaker 
nations and tha absorption of their gov- 
ernment altogether, with all #ts inherent 
faculties, by the powerful nations of the 
earth.’’ 

Dr. Drago explicitly disclaims any in- 
tention to defend bad faith or irregulari- 
ties and deliberate and voluntary in- 
solvency. The only thing that the Ar- 
gentine republic maintains is the princi- 
ple already accepted, that there cannot 
be European territorial expansion in nor 
oppression of the people of this conti- 
nent because their unfortunate financial 
condition might oblige one of them to 
put off the fulfillment of its obligations. 
The principle which we maintain is that 
a public debt cannot give rise to an armed 
intervention, and much less to the terri- 
torial occupation of the soil of American 
nations by any PBuropean power. 

Minister Merou left a copy of the com- 
munieation received from his minister of 
foreign relations with the secretary of 
state. In his reply Mr. Hay did not ex- 
press assent or dissent to the doctrine 
of public law set forth in the note of the 
Argentine minister of foreign relations. 
He cited the minister to the messages 
of the president of December 3, 1901, and 
December 2, 1902. 

Secretary Hay stated further that ‘‘the 
government of the United States would 
alwhys be glad to see the questions of the 
justice of claims by one state against 
another growing out of individual wrongs 
er national obligations, as well as the 
guarantees for the execution of whatever 
award may be made, left to the decision 
of an impartial arbitral tribune before 
which the litigant nations, weak and 
strong alike, may stand as équals fn the 
eye of international law and mutual 
duty.”’ 

One of the more important features of 
the Argentine note is the recognition and 
indorsement given by the government of 
that republic to the Monroe doctrine, 
which for the first time is acknowledged 
and accepted as a principle of American 
public law by a nation of South America.

distress throughout the west and the 
south, and there is no falling off in the 
business prosperity which the official 
records show to be prevailing in all sec- 
tions of the country. 

“It is the easiest thing 
said a treasury official today, 
stock operators in New York to create 
a ‘serious’ financial condition.’ ‘They 
seem to be of the impression that the in- 
terests of a few speculators in New York 
are paramount to the wishes and desires 
of the more conservative business men 
beyond the bounds of Manhattan Island. 
There have been no calamity howls from 
the south or the west, and no petitions 
or appeals for government assistance 
from the business centers elsewhere. The 
secretary has been urged to repeat the 
experiment he tried last summer of re- 
ceiving state and municipal securities for 
leans to various wanks for funds from 
the national treasury.

They claim that heavy 
drafts have been made on the New York 
banks. by. their southern and western 
customers because of the enormous, and 
at the same time legitimate, growth of 
business,

fect that a bitter and desperate financial 
war is threatened between the rival 
forces headed by J. Pierpont Morgan on 
one side and J. D. Rockefeller on the 
other.

REV. W. J. HOLTZCLAW 
AGREES TO RESIGN 


At Meeting of Church Conference 
Tonight the Pastor’s Resigua- 
tion Will Be Accepted. 
The Meeting Last 
Night. 


Rev. W. J. Holtzclaw will tender his 
resignation as pastor of the Jones Av- 
enue Baptist church and it will be ac- 
cepted at a called conference of 
church held tonight. 

The regular prayer meeting of 
church ‘last night, which was largely 
tended and which was conducted by Rev.

The Pastor’s Words. 

At the conclusion of the service the 
pastor said: 

“I have aught against no mortal. Ev- 
ery night before retiring 1 get down on 
my Knees and pray that if 1 have an en- 
emy I may be given strength to forgive 
him. I hold nothing against the other 
fellow who has mistreated me, because 
Il know that to feel ill will toward a 
fellow being # not the Christian spirit. 
Now I want us tonight to have a good 
old-fashioned meeting. I want you all 
to shake hands with one another and I 
want all who believe they have done me 
a wrong or think that I have done them 
a wrong to come forward and shake 
hands with me.’’ 

While the congregation stood and sang 
a hymn numbers of people, men and 
women, among whom were. deacons and 
others opposed to the pastor, went to 
the front and grasped his hand. This was~ 
followed by a general shaking of hands 
between members of the two factions.

The Big Race Is On. 

After a few minutes’ trial the big con- 
test is on with Charles Turville up, in 
front of Walthour, and Sinclair leading 
Caldwell at a rapid pace.

Caldwell leads by about 
10 yards till the beginning of the third 
mile, when Bobby begins to forge ahead 
and after geting even with the big rider 
Stays with him for half a mile, when he 
shoots off at a pace that sets the crowd 
on fire.

Caldwell Takes Lead. 

The second heat is now on, with Babby 
Walthour leading by a few yards. He 
does not hold this long, for the Man- 
chester giant slowly creeps up on n, 
and in a few seconds is leading in .uwe 
race by a quarter of a lap.

Alleged That False Reports as to the 
Company’s Condition Have Been 
Made—It Is Possible That 
Criminal Proceedings 
May Follow. 


New York, March 11.—Eugene A. Phil- 
bin, former district attorney of this city, 
was retained today to look into the fi- 
nancial affairs of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway and examine evidence 
And reports of accountants with a view 
to the advisability of further proceedings. 
This announcement followed printed re- 
ports today to the effect that district at- 
torney Jerome had been making an offi- 
cia] inquiry into certain charges concern- 
ing the company. When Mr. Jerome was 
asked what had been the result of his 
inquiry he deciined to discuss the mat- 
ter at present. He also declined to say 
who had made the charges. 

The examination of the company’s 
books, which it is alleged furnished the 
basis for Mr. Jerome's inquiry, was made 
by John C. Hertle, former commissioner 
of accounts of this city, and Max Tech- 
man, president of the state board of ex- 
aminers of public accounts of Maryland. 

The report made by Mr. Hertle says 
that none of the eompany’s annual re- 
ports to the railroad commission since 1894 
in his opinion has correctly described the 
company’s true financial conditions. 

“He further declares that on June 30, 
1901, instead of a surplus of $5,403,465 as 
reported, the company actually had a de- 
ficit. 

President Vreeland, of the Metropoll- 
tan company, has issued a statement de- 
nying the charges, which he said were 
false from beginning to end. The fig- 
ures shown in those reports, said Mr. 
Vreeland, were unscrupulously distorted 
for dishonest purposes 
in the interest of an. organized 
“hear’’ raid upon the securities of our 
company by certain persons to extort 
money from us as a consideration for the 
withdrawal of attacks. 

‘“T shal] not comment at this time upon 
these charges in detail. It is sufficient 
to say to the public and especially to 
our stockholders that not one of them 
is true and .nat the condition of this com- 
pany is precisely as we have represented 
oo.

STRONG ADDRESS ISSUED 
FOR GREAT UNIVERSITY 


byterians having in charge the mat- 
ter of securing the great Presbyte- 
rian university for Atlanta has issued the 
following interesting address to the citi- 
tzens of the city: 
To the Citizens of Atlanta: 

Tt is known to the Atlanta public thet 
for some months the Presbyterians of the 
city have had before them the plan of 
founding in our community a great unl- 
versity. 

This plan contemplates the consolida- 
tion of two institutions already in exist- 
ence, and their removal to Atlanta. 

These institutions are the Southwest- 
ern university, now located at Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., and the Columbia Theologi- 
cal seminary, now located at Colum- 
oe. &. Oi 

The Southwestern Presbyterian univer- 
sity is a literary and scientific institution, 
with a theological department. 

The Columbia Theological seminary is 
an institution for the education of minis- 
ters only, 

The proposed university is to be a first- 
class institution of learning with classi- 
cal, scientific and theological depart- 
ments. 

While the theological department wil 
be of interest to the Presbyterian church 
chiefly, the university proper will take 
rank with the best of such Institutions 
in providing for a full, round education 
in all departments of study. 

These two institutions are expected to 
bring into the combination $500,000 of ac- 
tive endowment. 

This consolidation and removal of the 
two institutions to Atlanta may be 
brought about if Atlanta will give $280,- 
600 to house the proposed university. 

It is expected that, as soon as the con- 
solidation takes place, the Presbyterian 
church in the states of Tennessee, Louis- 
jana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, South 
Carolina and Florida will be induced to 
raise an additional endowment of $250,000, 

This will give to Atlanta a million-dol- 
lar university. 

We have encouragement to Rope that 
an institution located so favorably, hav- 
ing so large a territory, and so hand-

somely endowed at the start, will attract 
to itself in a short while a very much 
larger endowment, 

The Presbyterians of Atlanta have been 
at work among themselves for several 
months in the effort to raise $150,000.

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| Detroit’s Experience with Municipal 
Ownership. 
The Constitution presents today a 


highly interesting interview on the 
subject of municipal ownership of 
lighting plants ‘by Hon. Frederick T. 
Ingram, the public lighting cammis- 
sioner of Detroit, Mich., who is spend- 
ing a few days in Atlanta. 

Mr. Ingram is a recognized author- 
ity on this subject, and what he says 
is of particular value to the people 
of Atlanta just at this time, when the 
subject of municipal lighting is 
again up tor consideraticn. It is for 
this reason that The Constitution has 
secured from Mr. Ingram some facts 
and figures that may be applied to our 
Own case, 

Not only is Mr. Ingram an authorily 
on municipal matters of this nature, 
but the city of Detroit is something 
of a pioneer in municipal ownership 
as one of the 
most progressive cities in the woriu 


experiments, as. well 
irom the standpoint of modern munie- 
ipal government. Indeed, in all such 
matters it is the recognized mode} for 
this country. 

It will be seen from Mr. Ingram’'s 
interview that he is not only fully 
C-nversant with his subject, but that 
he goes into detail and neglects to 
bring out nothing that would be of 
any value in determining the “busi- 
ness side” of this question of mu- 
Nicipal ownership of lighting plants. 
He takes into consideration the loss 
to the city by depreciation of the 
plant, which he figures at 3 per cent; 
the loss in taxes on such plant; inter- 
est on the investment, value of the 
real estate, and. in short, every item 
that could possibly be figured either 
for or against the proposition. 

After doing all this, his figures 
show a Saving to the city of $688.59 
per are light over the price paid by 
the city under its last lighting con- 
tract, which terminated in 1896— 
$63.82 cost per light for the year 1902 
as against $132.4] seven years ago. 

But, to be perfectly fair, he states 
that when the present city plant was 
installed a private company submitted 
a bid for $102.20 for are lights, so 
that the saving as compared with this 
“unusually low” bid has been only 
$38.38 per light. Had the city con- 
tracted with the private company 
which made this bid, for a period of 
years aS proposed, its lighting bill 
for that time, however. would have 
been $2,414,785.74. But, instead of 
doing so, the city of Detroit went to 
work and built its own lighting plant, 
with the result that its lights for ten 
years will have cost only $2,250,790.45 
Whicch includes everything. This 
Shows a saving of over $160,000, but 
to this must be added the value of the 
present lighting plant—$800,000—or 
a net saving in ten years of some: 
thing like $1,000,000. 

But, it may be argued, the cost of 
electric lighting is gradually decreas- 
ing from year to year. It would cer- 
tainly seem that this should be the 
case, And, yet, it has not, to anv ex- 
tent, been the experience of cities 
that do not operate their own lighting 
plants, Naturally, the tax payers will 
stop to ask why, if by providing its 
own lights a city may save one million 
dollars in ten years, should they be 
forced to pay more and more every 
year for their municipal lighting—or. 
at best, experience no appreciable de- 
crease in the cost. 

But this tremendous Saving to the 
tax payers, as demonstrated by Mr. 
Ingram, is not all. One of the strong- 
est points made by him is that of the 
vast improvement in service. He pre- 
sents figurey to show that under mnu- 
nicipal Ownership the complaints of 
“lights out” have been reduced more 
than 50 per cent. 

Again, Mr. Ingram claims for mu- 
nicipal ownership another very im- 
portant thing—that it removes the 
public utility corporations from poli- 
tics. It will not be denied that such 
corporations have a powerful infiu- 
ence in local politics, and Mr. Ingram 
even goes to the trouble of detailing 
some of the methods previously em- 
ployed by them in Detroit. 

It will be noted that Mr. Ingram 
does not confine himself to the advo- 
cacy of municipal ownership of elec- 
tric lighting plants alone. On the 
contrary, he holds his argument to be 
quite as applicable to gas, water 
works and street car, and, in fact, 
public utilities of all kinds. 

Whatever else may be said for or 
against the “public ownership” the- 
ory, it cannot be denied that it is a 
problem with which the people will 
have to deal sooner or later. They 
are coming to it more rapidly in the 
progressive northern cities, but it is 
also making its way into the south. 
Already it has, in a measure, forced 
itself upon us here in Atlanta. Our 
people are thinking about-it, our pub- 
lic officials are investigating it, some 
of them seem inclined to advocate it. 
Certainly, then, Mr. Ingram’s remarks 
will be considered of timely interes 
and value. 

It must pe admitted, we think, that 
the figures and the experience of oth- 
er cities seem to speak very strongly 
in favor of municipal ownership. And, 
yet, there are ofher things which must 
necessarily be taken into considera- 
tion. The timeliness of such experi- 
ments, the financial ability of the 
cities to enter thereon, the moral or 
business obligation they are under, 
if any, to corporations already in ex- 
-istence—all these things must be 
weighed by each municipality in de- 
termining the proposition for itself. 
In fact, it must all be considered just 
as any other business proposition 
would be considered—with regard to 
its effect upon all the interests in- 
volved. 

At the same time, it is well that we

Effect of Stock Fluctuations. 

Recent fluctuations in the values 
of stocks, brought about-by the drives 
of the bears on the one side or the 
boosting of the bulls on the other, 
have been taken by The New York 
Herald,. which watches closely the 
operation on Wall street, as text for 
an interesting review of the situation. 

There is nothing, in the opinion of 
The Herald, to cause investors to be 
influenced by these stock flurries. 
Conditions outside of Wall street con- 
tinue favorable in every line of in- 
dustry. The liquidation in stocks 
which has been proceeding during the 
past few weeks is due, The Herald 
thinks, to pressure from the bear par- 
ty. The business community should 
not be materially affected by these 
market fluctuations, so long as there 
are indications that instead of grow- 
ing more stringent the money market 
will be soon easier. 

The decrease of ten millions cash 
shown in last Saturday's bank state 
ment was due, The Herald thinks, 
“one half to treasury absorptions, 
while the other half reflects in part 
the locking up of money by the bear 
cliques and in part the withdrawal of 
deposits by trust companies accumu- 
lating the reserve which the clearing 
house decrees they must keep hereaf- 
ter in their own vaults. Irritation 
against the associated banks for in- 
sisting upon this requirement has led 
some trust companies to make some 
larger withdrawals than were imme- 
diately necessary.” 

Recitation of these various 
ences which combined to make 
bad bank statement which helped the 
bear operators give Wall street a bad 
half hour shows that there is nothing 
in the situation to affect legitimate 
business unfavorably. The general 
state of trade is prosperous. The 
only persons likely to be injured in 
this Wall street manipulation are 
some of the men who are engaging 
in it.

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Roosevelt and the West. 

The great popularity which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has had throughout 
the western states is in danger of be- 
ing wiped away, according to the 
views of Governor Richards, of Wy- 
oming, ae presented in an interview 
given out for publication. 

Governor Richards, who is himself 
the strongést kind of republican, de- 
clares it probable that not only Wy- 
oming, but several other western 
states, will send to the next republi- 
can national convention delegations 
which will oppose the nomination of 
President Roosevelt. Coming from 
any other source, this assertion would 
searcely be credited in view of the 
president’s much exploited popularity 
in that particular section of the west 
for which Governor Richards stands. 
The governor seems, however, to be 
in earnest. He says-that he is per- 
sonally friendly to President Roose- 
velt, and that his state will be re- 
publican, no matter who may be the 
nominee: but he says, also, that the 
people of that section of the country 
are in a state bordering upon revolt 
against the president’s ideas upon 
forestry. . 

As nearly as we can understand 
the issue from Givernor Richards’ im 
terview, the people object to a policy 
whose purpose seems to make Wyo- 
ming and several other states mere 
game preserves. President Roose- 
velt, they think, is more anxious to 
make the country hibitable for wild 
animals, such as are embraced in the 
presidential idea of “big game,” than 
for the encouragement of the agri- 
cultural development of those sec- 
tions of the country. 

“The policy he is following,” says 
Governor Richards, referring to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, “is making of Wyo- 
ming and some of the other western 
states mere game preserves. We are 
looking for settlement and the conse- 
quent growth of the commercial im- 
provements of our states. We favor 
the preservation of the forests, but 
the object as we see it and desire ac- 
complished ought to be to preserve 
the trees on the mountain sides and 
tops, so as to protect our water sup- 
ply. We cannot support a policy 
which sets apart great areas of land— 
the only land suitable for settlement— 
so that eastern pleasure seekers may 
have a place to hunt and fish and camp 
out for the season. We are desirous 
of preserving the people, not the ani- 
mals. The policy now being pursued 
by President Roosevelt is causing the 
withdrawal from entry of much of our 
pest lands; it -is restricting possibili- 
ties of immigration and if continued 
will keep Wyoming and other states 
similarly situated in the class of arid 
states. We wish to depart from that 
class and make of Wyoming one of 
the foremost states in agriculture 
through the operation of the irrigation 
law as it is possible to do. We want 
to, raise agricultural products—not 
wolves, bear and other game for the 
purpose of making Wyoming a game 
preserve for the eastern sportsmen.” 

Governor Richards goes on to say 
that unless President Roosevelt makes 
a sudden and radical change. in his 
policy, it is practically certain that 
an antagonistic delegation will go 
from Wyoming and _ very probably 
from other states of the west. He 
says that this will be done for the 
purpose of expressing opposition to 
President Roosevelt's present policy 
rather than with the idea that it will 
accomplish his defeat. 

Governor Richards has been recog- 
nized as one of the strongest Roose- 
velt men in the west. He was recent- 
ly in Washington and was a guest of

SHOULD EQUIP 
CITY CONVICTS 


Superintendent Donaldson 
Says City Would Not Have 
To Appeal to County. — 


POINTED UTTERANCES | 
AT MEETING YESTERDAY 


County Superintendent Declares City 
Is Not Equipped To Work More 
Than One-Third of Its Pris- 
oners—City’s Request In- 
formally Discussed. 


el 


The request of the city that the county 
cooperate more fully in the improve- 
ment of the city streets, which was pre- 
sented to the board of county commis- 
stoners recently was the subject of infor- 
mal discussion yesterday afternoon before 
the public works committee of the board, 
during which Superintendent Thomas J. 
Donaldson, of the county public works, 
arraigned the system of city public 
works. 

Captain Donaldson declared that the city 
has about 300 prisoners in the stockade, 
while the public works department ifs not 
equipped to work more than one-third of 
this number. He said that if the city 
would furnish equipment for its prisoners 
that it would beable to do more of its 
own work and would not be compelled 
to appeal to the county. 

The discussion came up on a petition 
from the city asking that the county pave 
Hemphill and Chattahoochee avenues, on 
which are laid one of the principal water 
mains. Colonel John B. Goodwin’ stated 
that he was not present at the last meet- 
ing of the board, but that he is In favor 
of the county doing more work in the city. 

“There is no doubt,”’ said he, “but that 
the city pays the greater portion of coun- 
ty taxes, and I think it nothing but fair 
that the county should do work inside 
of the city limits in keeping with the 
amount of taxes paid by the city.” 


Favor Work in City. 

Captain Clifford L. Anderson and Judge 
H. E. W. Palmer, the rematning mem- 
bers of the committee, stated that the 
board was in favor of doing work in the 
city; that this policy is now in vogue, and 
that that it is a mistaken idea that the 
county has not been cooperating with the 
city. At this juncture, Captain Donald- 
son stated that the county had graded 
both Hemphill and Chattahoochee avye- 
nues and that the city engineer had in- 
formed him that the cost of this work, 
if done by contract, would have amounted 
to the sum of $100,000. 

“And still they say we are not doing 
anything for the city,” added Judge Pal- 
mer, 

“If the city would equip its prisoners,” 
continued Captain Donaldson, “it would 
be in condition to do more of its own 
work without having to call on the coun- 
ty. The city now has about 300 prisoners in 
the stockade, while it is equipped to work 
only one-third of this number. The city 
has only fifty mules, but one roller, and 
has no rock crusher or steam drill, or, in 
fact, any of the other essentials along 
this line. There are times when the city 
has as many prisoners as has the county, 
and means for working them should be 
provided. The city is feeding these pris- 
oners and paying guards to guard them, 
while a large number of the prisoners are 
doing nothing.’’ 

Captain Anderson and Judge Palmer 
boiuw. agreed that the work of paving the 
two avenues is necessary and should be 
done by the county, but they stated that 
it could not be done at once. Colonel 
s00dwin thought the city should be in- 
formed of some specified time at which 
the work will begin, and it was finally 
decided to begin the work as soon as 
Stewart avenue is paved to Hapeville, 
which work has already been provided 
for. Several other routine matters were 
given attention by the committee, e

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JOHN P. ALTGELD’S CAREER 
AND HIS PLACE IN HISTOR

Count me o’er earth's chosen heroes—they 
were souls that stood alone, ; 
While the men they agonized for hurled 

the contumelious stone, 
Stood serene, and down the future saw 
the golden beam incline 
To the side of perfect justice, mastered 
by their falth, divine, 
By one man's plain truth to manhood 
and to God's supreme design.

Altgeld, great lawyer, great orator, 
great publicist, died in Joliet, Ills. 
It is well within the trut% to say that in 
that death the cause of human freedom 
lost its most brillignt and steadfast ad- 
voeate., Not the least of his political vir- 
tues wag the fact that in his. advocacy of 
what is soméwhat tritely called the 
‘cause of. the common people’ he. never 
looked toward offices or rewards for him- 
self. Indeed -his participation in politics 
was disastrous to himself. Altgeld went 
into . politics a .millionaire and in good 
health; he retired from politics bankrupt 
and a physical wreck. 

It has been too much the fashion to re- 
gard Altgeld as a politician, without ref- 
erence to his splendid services as a pub- 
licist and thinker. In point of fact he 
held only two public offices—judge of the 
superior court of (’ook county and gover- 
nor of Illinois. While on the bench he 
became famous for making his court a 
court of equity rather than a court of law. 
He found a way to render justice in liti- 
gation brought before him; if possible a 
legal way, but at any rate a way. He had 
great impatience of legal quibbles and 
technicalities, and frequently brushed 
them aside in somewhat startling manner. 
After five’ years on the bench Judge Alt- 
gweld resigned. His career as a jurist at- 
tracted much attention and much admira- 
tion. but also brought out a good deal of 
adverse comment, as was inevitable in 
the case of a man of his unusual inde- 
pendence of thought and action. © 

In 1892 the democrats of Illinois nomi- 
nated Judge Altgeld for governor. In the 
demécratic groundswell of that year he 
was elected by a majority considerably 
greater than that by which Cleveland 
carried the state. 

{Khe two salient events of hfs ad- 
ministration were his pardon of the so- 
‘called anarchists and his controversy 
with President Cleveland over the send- 
ing of federal troops to Chicago during 
the great A. R. U. strike in 18%. For his 
position on both these questions he was at 
first bitterly assailed. That bitterness 
abated with the passing years, and be- 
fore Altgeld died his pardon of Fielden, 
Schwah and Neebe came to be very 
generally commended. The governor 
justified his pardon upon high grounds; 
he contended, not that the men had been 
punished enough alréady, but that the 
records of the trial did not show them to 
have been proven guilty; that the convic- 
tions were in response to popular clamor, 
and the trial manifestly unfair. That 
was what aroused the bitterness against 
Governor Altgeld; not his pardon of these 
three men, but the fact that he publf#Rhed 
to the world his reasons for pardoning 
them. It is the truth that hurts. 

The question of the rights of the states 
is of course involved in the dispute be- 
tween Governor Altgeld and President 
Cleveland. Whether it was within the at- 
tributions of the president to send the 
federa] troops into Chicago Is a disputed 
point. It is not clear that there was any 
such state of riot or disorder there as 
would have justified federal interference. 
Governor Altgeld declared he was ready 
and able to preserve order with the state 
troops, and ‘that he himself would have 
called upon the federal govérnment for 
aid if necessary. The dispute was an un- 
fortunate one for all concerned, and 
some bitter things were said on both 
sides. Perhaps it is as well to let the 
matter sleep, with the charitable expres- 
sion that probably both the prestlent and 
the governor were right from their dif- 
ferent points of view. 

The traction interests of Chicago, which 
have generally been able to secure what- 
ever they like in the way of legislation, 
found themselves blocked by the rigid 
honesty in the executive office while -Alt- 
geld was governor. Securities worth a 
million dollars were offered him ff he 
would allow certain franchise bills to be- 
come laws. The bills were vetoed. 

After the Chiengo convention of 1896 
adjourned Altgeld had the satisfaction of 
knowing that he had nominated the can- 
didate and dictated the platform. One of 
his cloge friends congratulated him, sav- 
ing that he had done everything except 
nominate himself for president. ‘Yes,”’ 
replied the governor, ‘‘and but for an ac- 
cident of birth and a clause in the con- 
stitution, I might have done that.’’ He 
referred, of course, to his Prussian birth. 

A witty Englishman who looked down 
upon the proceedings of the Chicago 
convéntion from the galleries. said that 
Altgeld was the brain of the convention, 
and that Bryan was, very literally, its 
mouth. 

The ablest speech of the campaign of 
1896 was made by Governor Altgeld in 
Cooper Union, New York, when he de- 
nounced governmént by injunction. It is 
a classic of political oratory. 

Altgeld was defeated for reelection as 
governor, running, however, far ahead of 
Bryan. After that he gradually with- 
drew from politics. His fortune was gone 
and his health was going. He resumed 
the practice of law, and became perhaps 
the ablest advocate at the bar of Illinois.

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In’ 1899 he accepted an independent nomi- 
nation for mayor of Chicago, running 
upon a municipal ownership platform, and 
polling 0,000 votes. He made many 
speeches for Bryan in 1900. He took promis: 
nent part in the agitation for the inde«! 
pendence of the Boers and f& was ¢t the 
conclusion of an eloquent pro-Boer ade! 
dress that he was stricken with the apop- 
lectic fit which caused his death next 
morning. It was doubtless the manner 
of death he would have chosen. 

Altgeld was during his life very much 
misunderstood, and as a consequence very 
much maligned. That was perhaps quite 
natural. He was a man of great fe, 
serve, and only those somewhat akin to’ 
him in motives and methods could une 
derstand him. He was a good fighter fq” 
what he regarded as the cause of justice, 
and his blows were apt to be sharp and 
stinging. So he came to be regarded ag. 
splenetic and venomous and waspish,. 
doubtless in some measure justly; but it. 
must be supposed that physical infirmity, 
and suffering imparted much bitterness! 
to his spirit in his later days. ; 

He had few intimate friends, and hig; 
efforts always appeared to be put forth, 
not for individuals, but for the mass of 
humanity. But they were magnificent ef- 
forts, whether before a court or before gq, 
great audience of listeners. Altgeld’s elo- | 
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quence was splendid without being in any | i 


Way extravagant or overcharged with/ 
rhetoric. Indeed he was scarcely a rhet«| 
orician at all, but a masterly logician, 


dand gifted with the art of presenting 


plain facts in such manner as to enthrall 
an audience from the beginning to the 
end of an address. His great earnestness 
and unquesticned sincerity were doubtless 
important factors in his power as an oFra- 
tor. A little while before he died he 
wrote and published a volume called 
“Oratory,” which is a classic of its kind, 
In it he tells us that Pericles was his 
ideal as a public speaker. 

A man may glide through the routing 
of office without creating a ripple on the 
still surface of its waters. Rockingham 
did: Liverpool and Goderich did, and ia 
our own country President Hayes did. - 
But these were all ordinary, mediocre 
men. Altgeld had extraordinary talents 
and a perfect passion for justice, and 
these qualities working together for the 
righting of the wrongs that he saw in the 
social and political world could have but 
one result: he alienated many of his 
friends and made himself the target fora 


furious storm of abuse and diatribe from ‘= 


Sd 


individuals and institutions who had con- 
stituted themselves the guardians and 
bulwarks of ‘‘conservatism.”’ There fs 
nothing so cheap (and nasty) as detrac- 
tion; but Altgeld’s detractors were forced 
at length to understand that he was & 
constitutional reformer who held no sym- 
pathy with anarchy or socialism. Thé 
theories and principles which informed 
his political career were far in advance 
of his time, but they will be vindicated 
hereafter. In this respect like Saint Paul, 
he was ‘‘a man born out of all due time.” 

Altgeld was not a master of the arts 
and graces: he was somewhat awkward 
and shambling in figure, somewhat shuf- 
fling in carriage. With a sad and serious 
face and a pallid complexion, his eye 


were always smiling, and that smile was — 


often potent, at short range, to convert 
prejudice into admiration, The writer met 
him many times,, and it was always 4 
pleasure to grasp his hand, to look into 
his kindly eyes and to listen to his sil. 
cere, inspiring words. 

The following brief excerpt from & 
eulogy delivered by the dead governors 
friend, Bishop John Lancaster Spalding, 
may form a fitting conclusion: 

“Altgeld was one for whom right and © 
wrong are parted by eternal laws; for 
whom compromise is treason, and com 
nivance apostacy from God and the soul. 
His faith in the people was profound, and 
he believed democratic government may 
be so organized and administered as to 
make it a blessing to all, and first of alll 
to those who most need protection and 
fair opportunity, because they are the 
most defenseless and the most easily 
wronged. II salute with admiration, fre 
spect and reverence the memory of & 
genuine and heroic man—the truest sé¢f- 
vant of the people and the most disin- 
terested politician whom Illinois has 
known since Lincoln died.”

Raleigh, N. C.. March 11.—¢Special.)— 
Your correspondent had a special inter- 
view with Treasurer Denton, of the North 
farolina Liquor Dealers’ Association, re- 
garding liquo. legislation during the ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

Mr. Denton said that he and Attorney 
W. T. Dertch had practically done all the 
work. He said he was pleased with the 
Watts liquor regulation bill; that it was 
more than he had hoped for, and that 
really the law was better than it was Ue- 
fore; that he claimed the fight the liquor 
men had made was their most successful 
one; that under the terms of the Watts 
bul one-third of the qualified voters can 
eall an election in any town on the ques- 
tion of license, prohibition or dispensary. 
while before it required one-fourth of the 
qualified voters to call an election on pro- 
hibition, and there could not be under 
those circumstances a vote on anything 
else: that under the old law it was provid- 
ef that county commissioners ‘‘may” 
grant license, but that the law now says 
they shall grant it, etc.; that the only 
thing done by the bill is to run the grog- 
geries out of the county and also to drive 
wie distilleries into town: that as to this 
running out of the groggeries the Liquor 
Dealers’ Association was heartily glad, 
but that as to the distilleries it wanted 
them to remain in the country, but want- 
eq their sales restricted to unbroken pack- 
ages; that this matter about the. dis- 
tilleries was the only one in which the 
Liquor Dealers' Association lost in the 
fight. 
Treasurer Denton expressed the belief 
that this driving of the distilleries to 
towns will hurt the Democratic party. 
He says his association wants him to be- 
come its president, and that letters are 
coming to him from all over the state 
expressing that wish. 

Representative Aiken, ,of Transylvania, 


. was in a broad grin this afternoon as he 


raid: “Let me tell you what's happened. 
My county is the only one in the state 
which is excepted from the Watts liquor 
bill. Section 19 of that bill says that it 
shall not apply to any county which has 
a special act. Transylvania has a special 
act regulating the manufacture and sale 
of spirits. It is the one county which the 
Watts bill does.not strike.”

Governor Aycock today authorized an 
exchange of courts by which Judge Brown

tue Havwood murder case. 

It seems that there is to he one “‘dis- 
tillery town" east, this being Myrtle. in 
Brunswick county.

DETROIT S GREAT SUCCESS 
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WILff MUNICIPAL LIGHTING 


REDERICK F. 
. troit, Mich., president of the public 
lighting commission of Detroit, 
spent yesterday in Atlanta en route to 
New York from New Orleans. During 
the forenoon Mr. Ingram visited Mayor 
Howell in his office and discuss2d munie- 
pal ownership of electric lighting and 
other public utilities. The trend of Mr. 
Ingram’s conversation was cohihusiasti- 
cally in favor of municipal ownersi.ip cf 
all public utilities, and Mayor ilowell was 
deeply impressed with what Mi. Ingram 
had to say. ° 

The city of Detroit, next to Chicag», 
has the largest municipal lighting p!ant 
of any city in the world. It nas been 
in operation since 1896 and during that 
time has more than paid for itself. With 
the sum of money the city of Detroit 
would have paid for its electric lighting 
under a private contract the city has 
been able to equip a complete tighting 
plant and furnish its own Iiguts. 

In view of the fact that ih»? yuestion 
of public. lighting is a live issue in At- 
lanta at this time, Mr. Ingram’s vis.t to 
the mayor was of considerable interest. 
He left with the mayor a number of 
Pamphlets and data concerning municipal 
ownership of lighting plants. 


“The city of Detrcit has established 
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beyond question of a doubt that mu- 
nicipal ownership is the oniy me.hod by 
Which cheap and good lights can be oh- 
tained,”’ said Mr. Ingram in discussing 
the matter yesterday. “So well pleased 
are we that we have taken up the ques- 
tion of municipal ownership of a gas 
plant and the street railway system. The 
street railway franchises al] expire in the 
course of the next five years and every 
effort will be made to make the system 
a part of the city’s property. Public sen- 
timent is entirely favorable to municipal 
ownership. The republican party opposed 
it at first openly, but now it is opposed 
only tn a way that does not show on the 
surface, When the question .was first 
taken up about ten years ago the news- 
papers and almost every one else opposed 
the proposition, but now the newspapers, 
without exception, favor municipal own- 
ership and public sentiment is strongly 
for it. The greatest antagonism we re- 
ceive is in the state legislature, and 
while it is not fought openly, legislation 
is blocked in such a manner as to make 
it difficult to get a municipal ownership 
bill through. It is believed, however, 
that we will finally own the gas plant 
and the street railways. 

While in New York Mr. Ingram attend- 
ed the municipal: ownership and public 
franchise convention as a delegate. Dur- 
ing the meeting he delivered an address 
in which he told of Detroit's success and 
gave figures to show the value of munic- 
ipal ownership. 

History of Detroit’s Plant. 

In speaking of Detroit's success he said: 

“Detriot's municipal electric lighting 
plant has been in operation seven years, 
since 1896. Except Chicago, it ig the 
largest municipal plant in this country, 

“It was the result of the labors of the 
late Governor Pingree, at that time De- 
troit’s mayor. 

“It is managed by a non-salaried com- 
mission of six, appointed by the mayor 
and confirmed by the council, one mem- 
ber retiring each year. This igs my fifth 
year on the board. 

‘Under the contract or private light- 
ing Detroit paid from $239.94 to $128.87 per 
2M, C. P are light per year 

“The last contract lighting was at the 
rate of $132.41. 

“Under municipal ownership the cost, 
including interest at 4 per cent, deprecia- 
tion and lost taxes, has steadily declined 
from $100.50 the first year ito $63.82 for 
1902, 

‘Depreciation is figured at 3 per cent 
on the entire investment. Our experience 
demonstrates that is is ample. In the 
first place, real estate and conditions on 
which there is no depreciation, amounts 
to $268,504.59, or one-third of the entire in- 
vestment of $803,438.98. In the second place, 
7 per cent on incandescent plant, arcs 
and switches, amounts to $90,078.30, or 
11.2 per cent of the total investment. 
Steam plant, amounting to $129,515.34,’ or 
13 per cent of the investment, is figured 
at 5 per cent. These afe over one-half

“When the city plant was installed 
the lowest bid of a private company was 
based on a ten-year contract and was at 
the rate of $102.20 per arc light. On the 
actual number of incandescent and arc 
lamps burned up to 18, and the esti- 
mateed number for the next*two years, 
based on the average increase for eight 
years, the total cost to the city would 
have been $2,414,785.74. Under municipal 
ownership the cash outlay On the same

Politics Are Barred. 

‘That machine politics play no part ts 
shown in the fact that the number of em- 
ployees has been. reduced from 112 in 
January, 1895, to 10 in January, 1903, not- 
withstanding the output for the same 
period has more than doubled. The per- 
manency of employment, too, is shown 
by the fact that 28 per cent of the pres- 
ent staff has been in the service since 
1895, 59 per cent since 1898 and 76 per 
cent since 1900. Machine politics and su- 
perfluous employees can find no perma- 
nent lodgment in a municipally owned 
public utility of this character, because 
the cost and quality of output are some- 
thing with which the public are thor- 
oughly familiar, «nd comparisons can be 
made easily with other establishments. 
Therein there is a difference from the de- 
partment of public works, the park board 
and such depaTtments were charges of 
prodigal expenditure are met by flat de- 
nial, and the real facts cannot be ascer- 
tained because there is no result of the 
labor which is susceptible of such definite 
ineasurement and comparison 

“Because of this feature—eliminating 
political machine methods—the interest 
and ability of capable business men are 
enlisted on behaif of the public in the 
management of the enterprise, and a 
generous vivalry and emwation are con- 
stantly in evidence, each member of the 
board striving to outdo his predecessors 
in securing increased economy and im- 
proved sarvice. In the history of the De- 
troit commission of six members there 
have been but three so-called politicians 
out of thirteen «<ppointments, and they 
have each resigned after a brief service, 
because, according to their own state. 
ments, they found that in managing a 
agommercial product their prestige as 
politicians suffered, as there was no op- 
portunity to reward their political fol- 
lowers. In contrast with this, compare 
Detroit's experience with public lighting 
prior to the establishment of the municl- 
pal plant. The constant trickery and 
blackmailing between rival corporations 
enforce the 
conditions of the contract, that absorbed 
the time of the common council, finaliy 
ended when an alderman, Protiva by 
name, in open council handed to the city 
clerk a roll of bills of $200, alleging they 
were given him by the manager of the 
electric plant for his vote. This episode 
finally decided the issue in favor of the 
municipal plant.”’

Jackson, Miss., March 11.—(Special.)— 
The return of Governor Longino from 
New Orleans, where he spent a few days 
as the guest of his cousin, John Riley, 
the lumber king of Texas, strikingly il- 
lustrates the divergent paths to success 
followed by men who spent their boy- 
hood together and who are reared amid 
the same influences and environments. 

About forty-five years ago three boys 
with the relationship of cousin and bear- 
ing different names were born in a )ittle 
backwoods settlement in Lawrence coun- 
ty known as the Silver Creek neighbor- 
hood, and located about 10 miles from the 
county seat at Monticello. They grew 
to manhood, spending their early life 
at hard labor on the farms of thejr fath- 
ers. Ambition directed two of them to 
study law and one to adopt medicine as 
a profession, and all were dependent on 
their own resources, 

One of these cousins was Governor A. 
H. Longino. He was for several years 
circult and chancery clerk of the county, 
and finally, deciding to seek new fields, 
he moved to the delta, located at Green- 
wood, and commenced the active prac- 
itice of law. In a short time he was ap- 
pointed chancellor of the district and re- 
signed the- office to enter the campaign 
for governor, winning hands down over 
a large field of opponents, and now he 
is a formidable candidate for United 
States senator. 

Another of these cousins was John Ri- 
ley, who moved to Texas at a time when 
the state was just commencing to attract 
attention, and settled in the pine region. 
Between his law practice and timber 
Speculations, together with recent ven- 
tures in the oil fields, he has become a 
multi-millionaire and a conspicuous fig- 
ure in the financial world. 

The third cousin was Dr. Claiborne 
Weathersby. He, too, sought fortune in 
the great Mississippi delta and succeed- 
ed so well that he has been able to re- 
tire from his profession at an early age 
with a goodly fortune to his credit made 
in cotton planting and other business 
ventures. Dr. Weathersby spends the 
greater portion of his time in Jackson, 
and is one of the governor's most trust- 
ed advisers. 

Pluck and determination are the ele- 
ments that brought about success in these 
three lives. It is stated that the little 
log cabin in which John Riley was born 
still stands at Silver Creek, and the 
Texas millionaire intends to have it 
moved to one of his estates in Texas, 
where it will be an ever-present reminder 
of the days of his youth.

BOOK CAUSED 
THE RUPTURE 


Why Atlanta T. P. A.’s Dif- 
fered with Georgia 
Division. 


| Savannah members of the Travelers’ 


Protective Association are still consider- 
ably concerned over the refusal of the 
Atlanta post to send delegates to the 
State convention which will be held in 
the city by the sea next month. 

A special dispatch received in Atlanta 
Jast night from Savannah quotes A. W. 
Morehouse as saying that the principal 
cause of the disagreement is a publication 
which was issued last year and which 
caused a bitter fight on the floor of the 
last convention. 

A prominent Atlanta member of the T. 
P. A., when shown ‘the dispatch, stated 
that there was much truth in it.. Accor- 
ding to his statement, it appears that a 
man by the name of Harvey came to At- 
lanta last year for the Purpose of issuing 
a book about the local post: The Atlan- 
tans made a contract with him by which 
the local post was to receive 2% per cent 
of the gross receipts. This money, it was 
understood, was to be used in entertain- 
ing the convention, which met last year 
in Atlanta, 

Mr. Harvey was given letters stating 
these facts and on the strength of them 
secured about $2,500 worth of advertising 
in Atlanta, From other portions of the 
State he secured about $600 or $700. When 
the time for settling came, Atlanta claim- 
ed 25 per cent, but the officers of the Geor- 
gia division produced a contract showing 
that the Georgia division of the T. P. A. 
was to receive 25 per cent. 

This caused a bitter discussion and re- 
sulted in a victory for Atlanta. The loeal 
post received about $600, and other posts 
of the state received amounts that varied 
between $ and $100. All other posts of 
the state with the exception of the At- 
lanta post returned their part of the 
money. The Atlanta post used the money 
in entertaining the state convention. 

Regarding the secretaryship, the Atlanta 
man stated that he knew nothing except 
that it was the understanding among the 
members of the Atlanta post that the of- 
fice was to come to this city. 

The Savannah Explanation. 

The dispatch from Savannah followa: 

Savannah, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)— 
President A. W. Morehouse, of the local 
post of the Travelers’ Protective Associa- 
tion, speaking of the refusal of the At- 
lanta post to send delegates to the conven- 
tion to be held in Savannah next month, 
said: 

“The chief cause of the refusal of the 
Atlanta post to send delegates to the state 
convention this year, as I understand it, 
springs from the feeling that arose last 
year at the close of the convention, and 
which precipitated one of the hottest dis- 
cussions I have ever experienced.” 

He then told about a plan by which a 
publication was to be issued for the ben- 
efit. of the Georgia division, which was 
to get 25 per cent of the gross proceeds. 
It seems that when the man with whom 
the contract was made reached Atlanta 
he made a separate contract by which 
the Atlanta post, and not the Georgia di- 
vision, profited. This came to light at 
the close of the

While Atlanta did not win the point, it 


have the 25 per cent. 

Mr Morehouse sald other posts knew 
nothing of any agreement by which At- 
lanta was to get the state secretaryship. 

“T think,’ he said, “both these causes of 
rupture arose from misunderstandings.”

New York, March 11.—Cotton futures 
in the -local market opened steady in 
tone, with first prices at a decline of 
about 3 points to an advance of 3 points. 
Immediately the market turned strong, 
advancing substantially despite the dis- 
appointing Liverpool cables. The latter 
were discountenanced in view of the bad 
weather, which was generally reported 
throughout the belt. Vast areas in the 
cotton belt were reported to be in poor 
condition for early farm work, and it 
was agreed that in many instances the 
crop would be put comparatively late in 
the season.
